THE FIGHTING IN EGYPT. . 


BATTLE OF MALAHA, 


By the arrival of the steamer (feneagles 
{Capt. Gasson) we aro placed in possession 
of London papors to the 7th of August, in 
which many interesting details of the fight- 
ing in Egypt are givon. Although the. 
Battle of Malaha has been briefly described 
in the telegrams ‘already - reproduced from 
the American papors, ‘we fécl sare that the 
detailed accounts of tho action givon below 
(from the London Daily News) will be read 
with intercat. It may be noted that the 
60th Rifles are specially mentioned for 
bravery and ateadinoss in action; and-that 
the behaviour of all the forces engaged is 
apokey of in the’ highest terms. This on- 
gagoment was the reconuaisance in force 
aboyt which so many varying (clegrams 
were forwarded by the different agents for 
Reuter ; and it may not be ont of place to 
atate that the version zivon by the Agont 
here was probably the most comect of all.

Tho 4)-poupder 
waa placed ag before in the ironclad train,

The force of the enemy at fhe commenco- { 
ment of the fight was four battslions, two 
squadrons, eightguns, and two rocket tubes. 
‘The practice 'of the Intter, ‘however, was 
bad, and did but little execution. During 
the progress of the fight, however, o train 
from Kafr Dowar brought up reinforcements 
to the enemy, sothat he had a larger farce 
than first believed. , 

Qn our side the guns wore particularly 
well served and. handled, and the practica 
was as good as Ihavo at any:time seen, ° 

The [Intelligence Department of tha head- 

uarters staif have received. intelligence 
that the enemy bad retired from Maloha 
probably. drawing in. all his forces to his 
Pherenchied linesat Kafr Dawar 

The result of the day’s work avas that we 
captured. the enomy's carthworks extend. 
ing from Malahs to-Palaos, and there an 
bo no question but that had our General so 
minded. the. attuck could linve boen-driven 
farthor home than’it actually. wns. 

The drilljaut reconnaissance of yesterday 
|was not gained without some losses on our 
side. The.death of Lieut. Howard-Vyse, 
of thé 60th Rifles, I have already chroni- 
cled ; Williains, a leading seaman of the 
Invincible, and Jamies Owen, a marine. of 
the Portsmonth division, are also among 
the killed. Tho wounded: number about 
35, although several others are suffering 
from slight juts.

Tho 
object. of the reconnaissance upon my 
part was. attained, Dosirous of inducing 
the enemy to develop: his full power 
before withdrawing, I hold my position for 
about three-quarters of an hour, until dusk 
was rapidly drawing on. I determined 
now to withdraw. This movement was car- 
ried out with the niost. perfect: regularity 
and precision by the marine battalion, under 
Colonel Tuson, They fell ‘back by alter- 
nate companies, with the regularity of a 
ficld day. Every attemptof the enemy to 
advance was crushed by the beautiful pre- 
cision of the 40-pounder.and the. steady 
firing of the 9-pounder naval guns. . The 
losses of the encmy scem to have been very 
great, and thoy were so dispirited that, 
contrary tothe usual practice of Asiatica, 
they mado no. attempt to follow up our 
withdrawal.
